Hits Central, 
South Chile 


SANT: AGO, le (UPI)—A 
violent earthquake shook the 
southern city of Concepcion and 
a re kilometer area sur- 
rounding it Saturday, causing 
widespread destruction and 
what may be a heavy loss of 
life. 

The Ministry of the Inter 
officially announced that at 
91 were dead. 

Communications were down 
but it was considered certain 
there were many dead and in- 
jured among 400 houses that 
collapsed in the old section of 
Concepcion, a city of 90,000 peo- 
pie. 

The quake struck at 6:05 a.m. 
with devastating force. Police 
established radio contact with 
Conception four hours after the 
quake and learned the temblor 
was Grade 7, 

(In New York Fordham Unl- 
versity seismologists said the 
quake was one of the strongest 
recorded this year.) 

The Police said the epicenter 
was in Concepcion Province. 
The same general area was shat- 
tered by an earthquake in 1939 
that killed 30,000 people. 

Electricity was cut. and the 
port of Talcahuano was isolat- 
ed. In Chillan at lea@t two per- 
sons were reported to have been 
crushed to death and four in- 
ured. 3

LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)—It 
is possible that there may be 
less tightness in the natural 
rubber position In 1960 than in 
1959 T. H. Miller, chairman of

Basic Problems 


Council headed by Dr. Seiichi Tohata. 
It is widely acknowledged that Japanese agriculture 


is now at a turning point. 


The income disparity between 


the farmers and the industrial workers is becoming wider, 
since the Japanese manufacturing industry has gone 
through the process of postwar rehabilitation to enjoy an 


over-all prosperity. 


‘Despite the consecutive bumper crops, Japan's agricul- 
ture on the whole has not been as prosperous gs the 
manufacturing industry. While the demand for consumers’ 


goods is increasing, it has 


definitely passed the point 


where the demand for agricultural produce remains pro- 
portionate to the over-all increase of consumption. 
Fo compound the difficulty faced by agriculture, the 


. trend for trade liberalization is expected to expose Japanese 
farmers to a larger dose of foreign competition. 


It is 


high time that the Government reexamined its basic 


agricultural policy. 


According to the report by the Agriculture Basic Prob- 
lems Council, agricultural productivity is low in a triple 
sense. It is low in comparison with industrial productivity 
and also in comparison with foreign agricultural pro- 
ductivity. The third comparison is concerned with the 
lopsided development that keeps productivity extremely 
low in some segments of agriculture. 

Another difficulty is posed by. the price differential 
between agricultural and industrial products. Farmers are 
at a disadvantage because they cannot easily and quickly 
adjust to the variation of demand and also because they can 
hardly hope to enter into any cartel agreement. 

These and other points of difficulty must be considered, 
when the Government tries to formulate its basic agricul- 
tural policy. Another angle, however, is added to policy 
formulation by the official avowal of a plan to double the 
national income. The latter program requires that the 
annual rate of economic growth should be 7 per cent. 


The Basic Problems Research Council hopes to increase 
agricultural production 3 per cent annually through higher 
productivity, and also through a wider introduction of 


cattle and poultry.

The Only Alternative — 


Security Treaty With U.S. Necessary to Protect People’s Interests 


Shintaro Fukushima, president 
of The Japan Times, expressed 
the following views at the public 
hearings on the new Japan-U-5. 
Security Treaty at the House of 
Representatives on May 13, Fuku- 
shima was asked to testify by the 
Liberal-Democratic Party. The 
hearings were televised by NHK 
on its hationwide network.— 
Editor 


It was argued when the exist- 
ing Japan-U.S. Security Treaty 
came into being that it was 
foreed upon — by the 
United States. e argument, 
it is believed, may have been 
true to a large degree but can 
we say that the treaty, there- 
fore, has no reason to exist? 

The new Japanese Constitu- 
tion was forced upon this coun- 
try by the United States and 
many were dissatisfied with the 
way it was made. None, how- 
ever, I believe, entertain doubt 
about the rationality of the 
principles it embodies. 

It is so with the security 
treaty. I think that the people 
at large now approve the ex- 
istence of the treaty itself, 
although they are aware that it 
has various defects. 

The people of Japan, when 
the peace treaty was concluded 
and Japan recovered its dnde- 
pendence, chose to reconstruct 
the country and maintain its 
independence through coopera- 
tion with the United States. 
The majority of the ple ap- 
proved this idea few had 
doubts about it. This is why 
discussion about the security 
treaty has centered on its revi- 
sion both within and without 
the Diet for the past several 
years. The press aiso held the 
same view. 


What Matters Most 

The public clamor for revi- 
sion of the security treaty led 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
and Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama to enter into negotia- 
tion with the United States for 
its revision. And a draft of the 
new treaty came out with near 
ly all points formerly at issue 
having been improved and cor- 
rected. 

Public opinion made a sudden 
change course when the 
draft treaty was laid before the 
national assembly. What mat 
ters at present is not whether 
the treaty neéds revision but 
whether such a treaty is neces- 
sary for Japan or not. 

We can weil imagine how the 
no-treaty: advocacy came into 
being while the matter of revi- 
sion of the treaty became a 
political football between the 

ative and renovationist 
forces. But it must be remem- 
bered that what is important is 
how to guarantee the security 
of this country and how to pro- 
tect the people's interests. 

We cannot approve the 
attitude of the Government and 
Opposition parties to handle the 
security treaty issue as a mere 
domestic political issue for such 
a tong time. As for reports 
that various factions of the Gov- 
ernment party have utilized it 
as a tool for their intraparty 
strife, we cannot but feel 
regrettable. 


Aim of Treaty ‘ 

The people are free to — 
the Kishi Administration. ey 
are also free to denounce the 
Liberal-Democrats.° But we do 
not want to have them analyze 
the international situation in an 
arbitrary way or try to distort 
the country’s foreign policy 
merely for the sake of opposing 
them.

We do not believe that a real 
antipact opinion owner | co- 
operation with the United States

Fundamentally, I would like 
to ask what the aim of the 
security treaty is. Let me say 
once again that all depends 
upon judgment about how we 
should protect the interests of 
the people and the security of 
this country. What matters 
here is. not the people's likes 
and dislikes but the means to 
guarantee the safety of this 
country. We should therefore, 
choose means that will prove 
most effective under existing 
circumstances. We do not want 
the Government and Opposition 
parties to regard the matter as 
a mere political issue and 
gamble over it. . 

Choice of 2 Sides 

The world of today is said to 
be a world of cold war, 
of course, between the United 
States and the Soviet Union or 
between the Free and Commu- 
nist camps. 

There is no need to think of 
Japan taking the initiative in 
waging a war with either of 
these two camps. In order to 
defend its security, Japan has 
no choice but to determine 
whether or not to take sides 
with either of the two. 

There may be an opinion that 
Japan should adopt communism 
as a political system, side with 
the Soviet Union and Commu- 
nist China and thereby become 
a member of the Communist 
bloc, 

As seen in many cases of the 
birth of Communist states, any 
country which becomes a Com- 
munist state must live under 
the control of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party. 

No one is treated as a human 
being except party members in 
the Communist world, which 
cannot be considered to be a 
democratic community in the 
true serise of the word. I be 
lieve that such a community is 
uhacceptable to the majority of 
the Japanese people. 

Matter of Beonomics 

I do not know of any country 
which exists in the Communist 
bloc that does not adopt a Com- 
munist political setup. For 
Japan to join the Communist 
bloc, at least at present, 
amounts to severing its relations 
with the free countries. 

Since Japan must feed its 
population of 90 million, I do 
not think that the Japanese 
economy can survive without 
being a member of the Free 
World. Economic development 
and increased trade, I believe, 
are essential for Japan, which 
has no ambition territorial 
expansion, to further its 
national prosperity. 

Political problems are even 
more important than economic 
ones. I am convinced that the 
freedom we enjoy today— pol- 
itics in which we are allowed 
to argue about the security 
treaty as freely as we do today 
—is a representative form of 
democratic politics. It is a pol- 
itical freedom which we have 
won after going through that 
devastating war. We would 


won freedom. It ‘s unimagin- 
able that, for instance, the 
SovietChina alliance was dis- 
cussed in th® Soviet Union as 
freely as we are now discuss- 
ing the security treaty. 

In this connection, it is re 
called that the IPI (interna- 
tional Press Institute) confer- 
ence in Tokyo last year did not 


admit participation of those 
countries where there is no 
freedom of the press. 


Neutrality Unstable 
I previously stated that 
Japan gannot become a Com- 
munist state because of its eco- 


nomic conditions. The problem 


of political concept counts more 
heavily. To me, any national 
licy which deprives Japan of 
reé politics is unthinkable. 
Then what about neutrality, 
if Japan is unable to enter 
Communist bloc? 
Is it possible for 


+ Sa to 
country. assume a neutral stand? The 
Shimbun question is whether there is 


any possibility of either of the 


. two worlds resorting to means 


that denies Japan’s neutrality. 

It is inconceivable from its 
history that the United States 
will attempt to control Japa- 
nese territory or force Japan 
to change its present litical 
setup. In other words, it is un- 
thinkable that the US. will 
press Japan to alter its present 
mode of living or politicai con- 
cept. 

hat about the Soviet Union 
and Communist China, then? 
There is no knowing what real- 
ly exists behind the tron and 
bamboo curtains. They may 
have no ambitions of territorial 
expansion but at least, it must 
remembered that the two 
Communist nations are taking 
interest in the progress of Com- 
munist movements in Japan. 

It is possible that the Soviet 
Union and Communist China 
will tighten their strings on 
Communist movements in 
Japan, should Japan be isolated 
for pursuing a. neutral policy, 

I cannot say definitely whethe- 
er communization of the entire 
wor is the ideal of the Soviet 
Uniog and Red China. That 


they are in a mood to do so 
are expressed in the utterances 
of their leaders, however. At 
least, it is undeniable that they 
want to communize Japan. 

It can be easily imagined that 
there will arise friction with 
the Soviet Union or Communist 
China, if Japan, when isolated, 
does not want to com- 
munized. 

Undoubtedly, neutralism pro- 
vides no stable course for 
Japan to follow as a matter of 
practical politics. 

Japan which is the most 
modernized country in Asia, it 
seems, will prove a big tempta- 
tion to the Communists, when 
isolated, Some point out in 
this conriection that the Soviet 
Union is now engaged in a 
peaceful offensive and the 
world at large is now moving 
toward a so-called thaw. 

The peaceful offensive, how- 
ever, is nothing but a means to 
an end, as’ can be presumed 
from the Communist leaders’ 
statements that such an offen- 
sive was only “for the immedi- 
ate future.” They said that they 
needed time to build up the eco- 
nomic strength of their country 
but that the ideological offen- 
sive would be continued at a 
higher pitch. 

“gory Red Target 

It can expected, therefore, 
that even if Japan decided. to 
rearm itself or pursue a neutral 
policy it would prove the big- 
gest target of the Communists’ 
ideological campaign. It is 
feared, moreover, Japan might 
be conquered economically by 
Communist China uniess it 
maintains economic teamwork 
with the Free World. 

If Japan cannot hope to 
achieve gtability either through 
cooperation with the Communist 
bloc or by upholding the prin- 
ciple of neutrality, the only 
way left for this country is to 
take part in a collective securi- 
ty system of the Free World or, 
for the time being, conciude a 
security treaty with the United 
States. The latest economic 
conditions in Japan show that 
Japan can achieve, by this 
method, economic developments 
necessary .for ite existence. 

The ideal method of, main- 
taining peateful coexistence 
may be to improve the function 
of the Uni Nations to such 
a lofty level and I believe this 
is possible. For the. time be- 
ing, however, I think there is 
no alternative for us but to 
support the security treaty 
formula and this will certain- 


I recall in this connection @ 
statement made by former Japa- 
nese ambassador to the United 
States Hiroshi Saito a few days 
before his untimely death in 
Washington 23 years ago. The 
remark which sounded almost 
like a will or last testament 
was, “Trust the common sense 
of Americans!” His death oc- 
curred just when relations be- 
tween Japan and the United 
States were fast deteriorating 


because of the Manchurian and 


Sino-Japanese incidents. 

Various factors can be cited 
which caused the Pacific War. 
One of the most  influen- 
tial among them is Japan's 
misunderstanding ef the world 
situation. The Japanese mis- 
takenly thought at that time 
that Americans were a con- 
glomeration of various differ. 
ent races and, accordingly, once 
war broke out their. unity 
would be lost, that Hitler would 
conquer the world and also 
that Japan should rather take 
up arms and deal a blow 
against the United States rather 
than remain idle and succumb 
to American imperialism. 

Today we are at the cross- 
roads between the United States 
and the Soviet Union and so it 
is desirable to use our common 
sense. We would like to follow 
the safe policy for the sake of 
the 90 million Japanese. It 
may not be interesting to re- 
main sensible, but it is a mat- 
ter of life and death for the 
entire population, One ma 
feel that the principles of de- 
mocracy, are slow and tedious. 
But am I alone in feeling that 
democracy, which is based on 
the principle of elections in- 
volving all tie people, is better 
than the Soviet and Communist 
Chinese form of politics under 
which no election really de 
serving of that name is held? 

Treaty a Necessity 

The conclusion of my testl 
mony is that under existing cir- 
cumstances in which Japan is 

laced, I think the Japan-U.S. 
Becurity Treaty, if it made 
the basis of Japan's foreign 
policy, will place this country 
on a safer basis: The ability 
of: the Government and the 
Liberal-Democratic Party to re 
vise the treaty cannot be whok 
ly praised, but it can be said 
the new treaty and the admini- 
strative agreement implement- 
ing it are better than the exist. 
ing ones. 3

Somewhere in the course of 
the debate that is sure to rage 
for weeks more on the Diet ac- 
tions, a few political leaders 
and critics might profitably sit 
down for a cool-headed discus- 
sion on how liamentary gov- 
ernment in Japan is really to 
function. ’
